As to|the Rev. L. Fouquet’s inyitation to me to ldok 
at his authorities, it is quite unnecessary, as unfortdn- 
ately I'need not pass by. the shelves of my own library 
to be convinced that there exist thousands of such $o- 
called qhotations in the works of Roman Catholic cbn- 
troversialists. j 

The Rev. L. Fouqnet insinnates that I “« curtailed 
the quotation’ because it answered my purpose, &c. 
I quoted enough to prove my point, and. save ypur 
space, and bring in as little disagreeable matter as pos- 
sible. Had I gone on a few lines farther I would bave 
been obliged to present your readers with the follow- 
ing’: “ Vet we espouse not the notion of the Rontish 
theologians concerning the absolute and arbitrary pow- 
er of God, which on account of its profaneness deserves 
our detestation.”

This little brochure on Education is the work dfa de- 
voted son lof that church, which/is described in such 
words of gold. Those who study, Asthetics tell jus that 
in color no composition can be perfect unless thé three 
primary ¢olors are present, So in this question Of Edu- 
cation, our late oral discussions—to indulge a little in 
simile—might.be said to represent the Protestant pri- 
maties, while all that was wanted to give solidarite to, 
the subject. was—what is now given—the vermillion 
of the Vatican.

Dif- 
fering widely, very widely, from him on this question 
of Education, we never can forget .he unparalleled proof 
he (assisted by his Catholic coadjutors) presented to us 
last year) of his power as a practical educator. That 
which we refer to was the last birth day of our/beloved 
Queen, when five thousand Indians assembled in this 
city to celebrate the day, and to offer to Her Majesty, 
through her representative, the homage of a christian- 
ized andjgubdued nation.
